Kinds of Fence 



We manufacture two kinds of complete ornamental fencing, i. e.. our Standard and Junior Fencmg. our 
junior Fence being the equal of any ornamental fencing made today, while our Standard Fence is superior to 
any other make of ornamental fencing on account of its being made of heavier material. In both of these fences 
we furnish our regular make of posts with cast iron bases, the only difference being in the size of the tubing used 
in the line posts and line railing. Either our Standard or Junior styles of complete fencing can be made with 
the spear point or ball ornaments with the braided wire, or with the malleable iron cresting. Below we give 
you the size of material used.

MATERIAL 



The material used in the construction of our ornamental Fencing is the best that men and machinery 
can make and that money can buy, every particle of the material being subjected to the most critical and pains- 
taking inspection to see that it is worthy of being used in our Kokomo Ornamental Fencing, on which we have 
built up a reputation that has enabled us to become the largest manufacturers of Ornamental Fencing in the 
United States. 



It is just as difficult to fit an Ornamental Fence to a certain piece of ground as it is to fit a suit of clothes 
to a man's body. Hence it is necessary to employ mechanics who are skilled in this particular line of work, 
and we desire to say to you that the different parts of our fencing fit and join together as perfectly as though 
they were oiled, because our workmanship is unexcelled. 



In the construction of our Ornamental Fencing we first considered the post and the necessity of securing 
lasting qualities. Also that the posts must be held in perfect alignment. This result we secured by our manner 
of attaching the line railing to the corner, end and gate posts, as well as line posts, and also the grade and quality 
of our connections, which also serve as ornaments. 



WORKMANSHIP 



CONSTRUCTION 
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POSTS 



It is the post that gives life 
to your fence, and reahzing after 
years of experimenting that cast 
iron was the only metal you 
could place in the ground that 
would resist rust and the action 
of the elements at the surface 
of the ground we began the 
manufacture of the post shown 
at the left of this page. 

The upper portion of this 
post is made of steel tubing and 
upon the end of this steel tubing 
is wrought our heavy cast iron 
base, which extends up and 
around the tubing in such a 
manner that a solid ring of cast 
metal is interposed between the 
ground and steel tubing which 
makes it impossible for the 
tubing to come in contact with 
the ground and as the joint 
where the cast iron base and 
tubing come together is abso- 
lutely water-proof we can guar- 
antee our posts for from 50 to 
75 years. 



Notice the ring of cast metal at the base of the 
post. That is the secret of their durability. 

Posts are spaced seven feet apart. 



FABRICS 

We manufacture seven different designs of fabrics 
so that you have a selection from which the most 
exacting person can make a satisfactory choice. 
Our fabrics are all made of double galvanized wire 
that we know is good, because we make it ourselves. 
Our pickets all run the full width of the fence and 
every design or style is fitted with our patent inter- 
locked top which makes it impossible to bend the top 
of the fabric out of alignment and also owing to the 
peculiar manner in which the pickets are interwoven 
the fabric will not sag between the posts.

LINE RAILING 



Our line railing as well as tubing in the posts are all made of the best Seamless Steel Tubing manufac- 
tured, and when put into our Kokomo Ornamental Fencing it is coupled up in full lengths and securely attached 
to the corner end and gate posts, passing through the ornaments of the line posts, so that the line railing and 
posts together form a perfect frame, to which our fabrics are attached. 

ORNAMENTS AND CONNECTIONS 

Spear Point Ornaments are made from malleable iron, and on account of their design make the fence 
very neat and artistic. 

Ball Ornaments are made from heavy grey iron, and while giving the fence a solid and massive appear- 
ance, it still retains the proper proportion. 

Ornamental Cresting is made from tough malleable iron, and serves as a protection to the fence, as well 
as an ornament. There is no danger of it being broken when made from this grade of material. 

Fittings are all malleable iron, which insures them against breakage. 



FINISH 

Our Posts and Line Railings are finished in black, while the Post Ornaments and Railing Sleeves can be 
finished in black, white enamel, or silver bronze, and in the event you fail to specify we will make the ornaments 
silver bronze. Malleable cresting is finished in black. 

TUBULAR STEEL FENCES FOR LAWNS, BOULEVARDS AND CEMETERIES 

Are made with our standard specifications of posts and tubing and the same care is observed in its con- 
struction as in our other fences. They are fully described as Style "D" and "J" on pages 30 and 31 of this Cat- 
alogue.

In ordering Kokomo Ornamental Fence, or 
when writing for prices, be sure and send us a 
diagram of the ground you wish to enclose, 
showing the exact number of feet you desire, 
also the exact location and size of the gates and 
if gates wanted are single or double. The 
proper way is to give the measurement from 
the corner post or end post as the case may be, 
to the center of the gate, then state the width 
of the opening in which you desire the gate to 
swing, then give measurement from the center 
of the gate to the next corner or end post as the 
case may be, and so on until the exact measure- 
ments of all the different parts of the fence are 
given. Always specify the style and height of 
the fabric, also if you desire Standard or Junior 
Fence. In writing please state whether you 
want the spear or ball ornaments, or the mal- 
leable cresting, and advise the page on which 
we illustrate the fence you like best. We are 
always glad to furnish you estimates on as 
many different heights and styles as you desire.
